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CENTRAL TURN VEREINS

During a lecture to the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society 
in 1964, one of the country’s earliest vecturists, Harry Bartley, 
questioned some of the transportation tokens attributed to Pittsburgh 
by the American Vecturist Association. After questioning the validity 
of the Allegheny General Hospital elevator tokens, Bartley centered 
in on the tokens known as the Forbes Avenue CTV celluloids. "Still 
another token is included in Pittsburgh vectures mainly for its 
resemblance, also because no one can prove otherwise," he explained. 
"It is a red or carmine token, celluloid, reading Forbes Avenue 
Pittsburgh C.T.V... A nice piece, but a vecture? More than likely a 
pocket piece or something similar." 

The mystery surrounding these tokens, which presently list as 
PA 765-N and 0 in the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue of United States and 
Canadian Transportation Tokens, has plagued exonumist for years and 
has prompted a great deal of apprehension in knowledgeable collecting 
circles. 

The celluloid token has certainly intrigued me, especially since 
at least one of the transportation companies listed in Volume II of 
the Atwood-Coffee Catalogue as a possible issuer of the pieces had 
not been in existence during the year depicted on the token. 

According to Frank Harper's book entitled "Pittsburgh of Today", the 
Consolidated Traction Company of Pittsburgh was not even chartered 
until 1896. 

A positive identification of the celluloid token was recently 
stumbled upon, when Pennsylvania Area Token Collectors Organization 
president Jim Kriss and I were cataloging some Pittsburgh exonumia.

A strong sense of deja-vue engulfed me when I picked up one of 
Jim’s medals. A building depicted on the medal was the same struc¬ 
ture as depicted on the Forbes Avenue celluloid tokens. On closer 
examination, the details on the celluloid token and medal were 
idential from the flag pole on the roof down to the lines on the 
sidewal 



Photos are magnified. 

The obverse inscription on the 32mm white-metal medal reads 
"CENTRAL TURN-HALL / PITTSBURGH, PA." and the reverse has the same 
1885 date as the celluloid token. Both pieces represent the die- 
work of Heeren Bros, of Pittsburgh. 

Realizing that "C.T.V.“ on the celluloid token related to the 
"CENTRAL TURN-HALLE" inscription on the medal, all it took to verify 
that CTV stood for Central Turn Verein was a look in the 1909 edition 
of Polk’s Pittsburgh Directory. The city directory listed the Central 
Turner Hall at the address of 1023 Forbes Avenue. 

The Turner Association was a German organization which participated 
in musical and gymnastic activities in the 19TH and 20TH centuries. The 
Turners had a number of meeting halls in Allegheny County, Pennsylvania. 
The main halls were the Central Turn-Halle on Forbes in Pittsburgh and 
the Bahn Frei Turn Verein Halle in Allegheny City. 
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The Bahn Frei Turn-Halle Verein of Allegheny City were 
responsible for a 21mm brass token incused with a four-initial 
monogram "FFST" and the words "BAHNFREI T.V.", 
with blank reverse. The word "verein" 
is German for "association." 

J.M. Kelly’s book entitled, "Handbook of Greater Pittsburgh 
1895" describes one of the national singing festivals held in 
Pittsburgh during the late 19TH century. "Below is given a list of 
the different Singing Societies in Allegheny County that will take 
part in the great festival: The singing section of the Central Turn 
Verein,... the singing section of the Bahn Frei Turn Verein of 
Allegheny,..." 

The patrons of the Central Turn Verein Hall may have been able 
to enjoy an afternoon of music with their celluloid tokens, but 
they certainly couldn’t use the tokens to get home on any of the 
city’s transportation lines.

"PRISON MONEY, FORGET IT" 


At our Breezewood PATCO swap meet, member Bob Kelly showed me a 
copy of TAMS that he used for his check list of prison tokens. My 
interest was drawn to April 1981 issue, page 31 that listed the 
Pennsy]vania prison tokens. 

Knowing a guard at the Bureau of Correction in Pittsburgh, I felt 
there would be no problem in obtaing prison tokens. To my suprise I 
could buy police badges, insignias, caps, and even a complete uniform, 
but I was told "Prison money, forget it". 

I read somewhere that a collector got arrested on a misdemeanor 
charge, just so he could enter a prison to acquire a token to complete 
his collection. The story sounded a little far-fetched, but as time went 
on I wondered if there wasn't some truth to the story. Prison money, 
forget it", I may be a serious collector, but not that serious. 

My luck changed when I heard of a man that was going to to be held 
at the county jail for trial. He was able to obtain a $5.00 book of 
tickets and advised me of a $10.00 book having a $1 denomation tickets. 
When I received the second book I was told, "Prison money, forget it , 
as the guards refused to sell him any more coupon tickets. They felt 
with the amount purchased, that he was using them for gambling. 

At the time of listing in TAMS of Pennsylvania prison tokens, the 
cataloger had only the 1 cent coupon ticket in the $5.00 book and called 
it rare. 

The book and tickets were printed by the Globe Ticket Co.. All the 
printing is in black except for the serial number that are in red. There 
are five tickets per strip. Below are the contents of each book.

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UNLISTED ENCASED CENTS by Rich Bottles 
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Unlisted Encased Cents 

By Rich Bottles Jr. 

As is the case with all newly published exonumia catalogs, 
there is always a number of unlisted pieces reported after 
publication of the book. 

After studying the Western Pennsylvania Numismatic Society's 
survey of Allegheny County Encased Cents, I discovered at least 
four major varieties that were not accounted for in the catalog. 

Since the issuing merchants of the four pieces were listed 
in volume 2, issue 4 of 1985's Patco Journal as being slated 
for publication in the planned catalog, I had no indication at 
the time that the pieces I owned would differ from the ones 
which would later be detailed in the WPNS book. 

The first unlisted piece is a variety of #027 issued by 
Corsello Sales. The reverse is the same as the #027 piece but 
the obverse wording differs dramatically when it comes to the 
advertised phone number. On the #027 piece, the phone number 
is "POplar 6-8900" but on the unlisted token the number reads 
"LI. 1-7577." My unlisted piece contains a 1952-D cent. 

The second unlisted piece is a reverse variety of the #067 
Heeren Bros. & Co. piece. The only reverse phrase on the #067 
token is "KEEP ME I AM THE NIMBLE PENNY" but the unlisted token's 
reverse reads "GOOD LUCK / I AM THE NIMBLE PENNY / KEEP ME AND 
I WILL BE YOUR MASCOT." My piece, which has an encased 1901 cent, 
seems to have the same obverse as #067.

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The third unlisted piece is about as different as a variety 
can get. It was issued by the J. Hirshberg Co. which also 
issued #069 in the WPNS catalog. Whereas the reverse of #069 is 
similar to the unlisted piece, the obverse inscription differs 
in the dollar amount, the store location and even the company 
name. 

On #069, the obverse reads "GOOD FOR $2 ON ANY / PURCHASE 
OF $25 OR MORE / HIRSHBERG'S / McKEESPORT-CLAIRTON-DUQUESNE." 

The unlisted piece's inscription is "GOOD FOR $2.00 ON ANY 
PURCHASE / OF $20.00 OR OVER / J. HIRSHBERG CO. / FURNITURE / 
331-333-5TH AVE. / MCKEESPORT, PA." My unlisted piece contains 
a 1928 cent. 

The final unlisted piece I discovered was yet another 
Sirlin Mortuary piece. The new piece advertises the Sirlin 
and Leonard Mortuary like the piece listed as #162, but the 
obverse of the unlisted piece has a more modern phone number 
and lacks the words "FUNERAL HOME." The obverse wording of the 
unlisted piece reads "SIRLIN & LEONARD MORTUARY / 620 E. OHIO 
ST. / 231-2831 PGH. 12, PA." The reverses are similar on both 
pieces except that my token has an encased 1966 cent. 

As a collector of Pittsburgh-area tokens, I'm sure the 
new WPNS publication will prove valuable to my collecting 
activities as will the continued listing of any other pieces 
that are presently unlisted. Thus I hope this four-token 
effort of my own will be followed with the reporting of other 
unlisted pieces by PATCO members.

Encased Coins of Allegheny County, PA. 


A catalog of the encased coins of Allegheny County, 
PA. has recently been published by the Western 
Pennsylvania Numismatic Society. The catalog 
describes and pictures over two hundred encased cents 
and other items. These encasements were produced 
after 1899 as advertising pieces for Expositions and 
private businesses. Typical encasements are made of 
aluminum and hold a one-cent coin. They often carry a 
good-luck message. The book is the first issue in a 
planned series of publications surveying the numismatic 
issues of Pittsburgh and Allegheny County, PA.

Artist Ernest Trova is credited with the statement that the three 
most -famous, oft-repeated, and indelible graphic symbols of the 
twentieth century are Mickey Mouse, the swastica, and the Coca-Cola 
bottle. Perhaps if the swastica had been a little more or less 
indelible, more would have been written about the swastica tokens used 
in this country. If you look closely at some of the symbols used on 
U.S. tokens, the swastica is much more common than ones which have 
been discussed more. Although some are collected by state or topic, 
there has been little consideration of the tokens as a series. 

The swastica has been used as a common symbol of good luck for 
thousands of years on all continents. There are really two different, 
but equally lucky, swasticas: right-handed and left-handed. According 
to George and Melvin Fuld in Token Collector's Paoes 1972, the term 
swastica refers to the right-handed, while the term "swasvastika" 
refers to the left-handed. Also, I use the spelling "swastica," but 
the spelling "swastika" is also used. Both right and left-handed 
swasticas are used on tokens and some issuers used tokens in both 
right and left-handed varieties. Although I have read that the 
right-handed symbol became the standard as time went on, this is not 
the case with tokens since both directions were used in all years. On 
the other hand, the differences on tokens may be due in part to 
unintentional miscopying that produced a backward design. 

From 1908 until 1936 the swastica was a very common design on our 
tokens. I can be specific on dating because over 10’/. of the over 600 
different pieces that I know about are dated. The actual number of 
tokens may be nearly double that number. Many were struck for business 
or town anniversaries and will eventually provide information on 
dating others. Unfortunately, such a high percentage of the tokens are 
mavericks that research becomes difficult. It seems strange that so 
many were dated while so many had the town omitted. Even with the high 
percentage of mavericks, at least 38 states are represented in the 
series. 

The swastica was such a popular symbol that practically every 
major token manufacturer of^ the time produced some sort of swastica 
token. The major producers such as Greenduck or Whitehead and Hoag 
produced great numbers of the tokens. Lesser quantities were produced 
by Am. Emb. Co. (whatever that was), Bachrach & Co., Bastian Bros., 
Childs & Co., Dodson, General Metal Crafts, L. F. Grammes, Irvine 
Jachens, L. A. Rubber Stamp Co., Metal Arts Co, Meyer and Wenthe, T. 

F. Moore, Murdock, Osborne, Pacific Coast, Patrick & M. K., Peacock, 
and Schwaab. This is practically the "who's who" of token 
manufacturing of the time. 

The various phrases used around the swastica differ greatly and 
one manufacturer might use several different. The most common phrase 
is "Membership Emblem of the Dont Worry Club." The phrase is used so 
commonly on the tokens that it must have had a popular origin such as 
a presidential speech or a popular song. The phrase appears either 
with or without an appostrophy in "Dont," perhaps according to the die 
makers whim or error. The phrase also predates the common use of the 
swasticas and appears surrounding an eagle on tokens made in 1905-1907 
by Schwaab of Milwaukee. 





The -fact that the swastica was adopted as the symbol of Nazi 
Germany in 1935 explains the rapid end of using the swastica on U.S. 
tokens. I know only 3 U.S. swastica tokens dated in 1935, 2 dated in 
1936, and none later. This may also explain the relative rarity of 
some of the pieces today. During the patriotic 1940s, many of the 
pieces that had been treasured pocket pieces were thrown out the back 
door. This is similar to what happened to the hundreds of 
German-American banks that existed at the turn of the century and 
changed their names to "more modern" names during the world wars so 
that almost none are left today. The combination of popularity and 
later disposal leaves the collector with the odd combination of tokens 
that have either been worn slick from being carried as a pocket piece 
or sometimes holed for a key chain as opposed to the abnormally high 
percentage that have been buried and dug. 

Before listing the Pennsylvania swastica tokens that I know 
about, I want to eliminate one that has been 1isted as being from 
Pennsylvania in at least two mail bid sales. The Miller Clothing 
Company, corner 3d and Alder St.-Wear a Miller Suit token should be 
listed as Portland, Oregon. An Oregon collector has checked the 
Portland directories and found Miller listed at Third and Alder in 
1918. I hope this will eliminate confusion on one piece. 

I have listed the best information I have available. If I have 
the token or have seen it, I have listed all information including 
whether the swastica is right or left handed. Many others will be 
nearly complete and come from other collectors or various lists. In 
some cases I am listing tokens in parenthesis that come with so little 
information that it is difficult to make any determinations about the 
tokens. 

If anyone has any other pieces to add to the list, or can add 
information about the ones where I have listed incomplete information, 
please let me know and I will try to update the list at some time. 
Please indicate whether the swasticas are left or right-handed, 
whether "Dont" in "Dont Worry Club" has an appostrophy, and if a 
makers name occurs on the token. If anyone has any information 
concerning makers catalogs listing such tokens or the origin of the 
phrase "Dont Worry Club," please share that also. 

I want to thank everyone who has sent information and especially 
Jim Hartman and Jim Kriss who have provided extensive listings that 
have improved this listing greatly.

Pitt 
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Bicentennial Spawns Medallion 


By Sam Deep 

Hugh Henry Brackenridge arrived at Pi11sburgh in April of 
1781. There he found a trading post and a garrison town surrounded 
by wild country with outlying communities still fearing attack by 
Indian raiding parties led by British officers. These forty acres 
of cleared land at the confluence of the Allegheny, Monongahela, 
and Ohio rivers held fewer than 400 inhabitants. Pittsburghers in 
those days were mostly Scots (like himself), Scots-Irish, and 
German. 

At the age? of thirty-two Br ac kenr i dge was admi 11ed to t he 
Phi1adelphia bar. This was December, 1780. A1though his 

reputation and experience would not prove sufficient to earn him 
an invitation to join the framers of the Constitution, it is said 
that he was among that handful of Pennsylvanians who, if called, 
w ou1d have ser ved his st a t e an d coun t r y wit h distinc tion during 
the historic events of 1787 - 1788. 

Why would such a gifted man leave Philadelphia, hotbed of the 
American revolution, for the edge of the western frontier? In his 
own words, "I saw no chance for being anything in that city, there 
were such great men before me." He also recognized the vital role 
that Pittsburgh was to play in the actualization of America, He 
noted, "This town must in future time be a place of great 
manufactory. Indeed the greatest on the continent, or perhaps in 
the world." He saw possibilities that the advancement of 
Pittsburgh and of his own career could be intertwined. 

Brackenridge had an immediate and dramatic impact on Western 
Pennsylvania. He quickly became a leading member of the bar. Soon 
af t er h e met h i s 1 if etime c amp anion Sabin a Wo1f e Br ackenrid ge , 
daughter of a German farmer whose farmhouse she11ered Brackenridge 
in a rainstorm whi 1 e trave 1 i ng south of Pi 11sburgh . In 1786 he 
established the weekly Pittsburgh Gazette , which recen11y 
c e 1 e b r a t e d i t s 200 a n niver s a r y a s t h e P i 11 s b u r q h P o s t - G a z e 11 e , 

Pi11sburgh's only morning dai1y. Use of the Gazette to advance his 
personal ambitions proved successful on October 10, 1786 when he 

was elected to the state assembly. 

He took great advantage of his office to develop his 
hometown. No later than December of that year, he entered a 
p et i t i on t o c h arter t h e f i r st ac ad emy of 1 ear n i n g west. of t h e 
Allegheny Mountains. He had laid the groundwork for his request 
three m o n t h s e a r 1 i e r b y p la b 1 i s hi i n g a 1 o n g a r t i c: 1 e j la s t i f y i n g t h e 
academy and financial aid from the state to fund it. In part it 
read: "The situation of the town of Pittsburgh is greatly to be 
chosen for a seat of learnings the fine air, the excellent water, 
the plenty and cheapness of provisions, render it highly 
favorable... 

The bill that established the Pittsburgh Academy was passed 
by the assembly on February 28, 1787 — just ten weeks before the 

opening of the Constitutional Convention. (This date was 
celebrated this past winter at Pitt with a gala Founder's Day Ball 
attended by over 2000 dignitaries and friends of the University.) 
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The model used by Brackenridge to shape his institution of higher 
learning was the Philadelphia Academy, founded by Benjamin Franklin in 
1749. 

It has been popularised, though not proven, that the Academy's 
•first school building was a log house. Whatever it looked like, the 
structure stood on a square o-f land gifted to Brackenridge by the Penn 
family. The land was bounded by Second (Boulevard of the Allies) and 
Third Streets to the south and north, and Smithfield Street and Cherry 
Way to the east and west. The Academy's first principal, George Welch, 
was directed by its trustees to establish a curriculum that would 
include, "the Learned Languages, English, and Mathematicks." 

A few decades later, a growing Pittsburgh (now 7,000 inhabitants) 
needed more than an acedemy to educate its young people. As the largest 
city in the West, it. was the site of all manner of heavy industry and 
was the major port of transit for the hundreds of thousands of settlers 
and travelers going to the West. Yet, Pittsburgh had no true college, 
and had to send her sons and daughters hundreds of miles to the east 
for higher learning. 

On February 18, 1819, the state legislature acceeded to the wishes 
of the Academy's trustees by rechartering it as the Western University 
od Pennsylvania. The Reverand Robert Bruce, born in Scotland, was 
installed as the first principal of the University on May 10, 1822. One 
of the promises made in his inaugural address was to set up a school of 
medicine, which did not materialise until the Western Pennsylvania 
Medical College joined the University in 1892. He did, none-the-1ess, 
initiate a process of curriculum development that elevated the stature 
of the University. One of the early W.U.P. students was Thomas A. 
Mellon, who used his education to establish Mellon Bank, today the most 
powerful financial institution in Western Pennsylvania. 

On April 10, 1845, fifty-six of the most valuable acres in the 
city were blackened by fire. The main University hall was leveled. All 
records, files, books, furniture, and scientific equipment were in 
ashes. Undaunted, the University trustees resumed operations by 
erecting a new school building on the site now occupied by Horne's 
Department Store. But disaster struck again in July of 1849. Another- 
fire destroyed the only University building and all its contents. This 
time the trustees gave up. They dismissed the students, released the 
faculty, and bought Allegheny County bonds with the $26,000 generated 
by selling salvagable assets and collecting on fire insurance. The 
•University was closed. 

A city now housing 100,000 people within a two mile radius could 
not be long without a university. On September 2, 1854, the cornerstone 

was laid for a slate roof building (to minimise the risk of fires) on 
the site of the present City-County Building. 

The new chancellor, George Woods, proved to be a wise choice. His 
continuous tenure of 22 years was the longest of any head of the 
instituion until 1942. Under his leadership enrollment increased, an 
endowment was raised, the first technical and professional training 
departments were started, and the school became a true college. 

In 1882 the Western University of Pennsylvania property was 
purchased by the county commissioners so they could replace the 
Allegheny County Court House ravaged by yet another downtown fire. The 
$80,000 received for the sale was coveted by the trustees who faced a 
$20,000 five year operating deficit. They moved the University across 
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the river to Allegheny City (now the Northside of Pittsburgh). 
Classrooms and administrative offices were set up in two 
p resbyteria n s e m i n a r y b u i 1 d i n g s f o r a n arm la a 1 r e n t o f $ 1400 „ 

By 1890 enrollment had reached a record high of 95 
u p p e r c 1 a s s m e n , a n d t w o p e r m a n e n t. s t. r la c t u r e s w e r e b u i 11 o n 
Observatory Hill, still in Allegheny City. Under its new

The modern era of the University of Pittsburgh has been 
dominated by the long-standing leadership of Wesley Wentz Posvar.

An anniversary ten times more noteworthy than the longevity of its 
* current leader is, of course, the bicentennial o-f the University. After 
9 two name changes and five physical relocations, Pitt is probably in its 
final form and home, at least for a while. Two hundred years into -h« 
dream of Hugh Henry Brasckenridge, it is recognised as one of the do 
great research institutions in the- country, with one of its best known 
medical complexes. Within its walls and on its four regional campuses, 
35,000 yound people are educated each yeart. 

The challenge of capturing the rich history of the University of 
Pittsburgh on a single medallion was made easier by the dozens of 
souvenirs produced throughout, the yearlong celebration buttons, 
paperweights, plates, baokends, plush animals, license plates, stamp 
caches, key chains, record albums, and the like. Releived of the 
pressure to commemorate too much, the medal is simple and uncluttered. 
The obverse pictures the three historic structures Brackenridge s 
log school house, the first Western University of Pennsylvania building, 
and the fifty-year-old Cathedral of Learning. The reverse was reserved 
for Brackenridge and the University's namesake, William Pitt, Earl of 
Chatham. 

The three-inch bronze medallion weighs £3.4 troy ounces. Minted by 
the Medal lie Arts Company in a quantity of 250, it is available to 
collectors for $40 plus $2 for postage. Payment, plus applicable sales 
tax, may be sent to the Pitt Bookcenter, 4000 Fifth Avenue, University 
of Pittsburgh, Pittsburgh, Pennsylbania 15260. A limited and numbered 
issue of fifteen .999 silver medallions (10.9 troy oz.) was sold to 
Pittsburgh area collectors.
